a. Barlier discussions on the proposal for development of a 
now oosfclned cipher Machine had left aoae confusion or Misunderstanding 
in the Minds of U.3. representatives. It was thought that prior to any 
farther discussions, the natter would have to be referred to higher 
authority since it would involve a change in U.3. policy of restricting 
Information concerning its highest grade cipher eqoipment. At a meeting 

on 19 February 1%7 in the office of Admiral stone, however, a clarifica t i o n 
was given by Captain Wilson, which made it possible for the discussions to 
proceed without any reference to higher authority as the question of a 
change in V.3. policy ia«not involved at this tine. 

b. The 3ZGABA (ECU) will not be a subject to be included In the j ]'■ 
ensuing technical discussions.
